According  to  the  Air  Almanac,  Jupiter  followed  a course 
from  South  to  Southwest  on  12  Sept  between  0730Z  to  1025Z,  and  at  0730Z 
had  an  altitude  of  50'^  and  Azimuth  of  225*^,  and  at  1025 Z had  an  altibide 
of  35^  and  azimuth  of  2-' 5°,  Police  officers  stated  that  the  object  the
